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1. On 26 and 27 October 1951, only about 45 Soviet soldiers, who wore 
red-bordered black epaulets, including some with tank insignia, 
were observed in the park of Battyany Castle, Koermend (P 48/C-76). 
. By 28 October, an undetermined number of troops with tanks, artillery 
pieces and mortars arrived at the castle. Mortars and 14 artillery 
25X1X pieces, with rubber tires and barrels of about 4 meters’ length, were 
being lined up. tanks being moved into wooden shelters 
The billeting space in e castle area had been increased by several 
Low wooden barracks buildings which had béen removed from the Nadasd 


Woods (¥ 3/C 75) in August. 


2, About 35 Soviet soldiers with black service color were quartered 
in the Kardos Inn at 36 Deak Ferenc Street, Koermend, Some of them 
were daily detailed for sentry duty at the radio station north of 
Koermend. The Korona Inn and the building of the district court were 
still vacant and sealed prior to 25 October 1951, The New Barracks, 
previously the Infantry Barracks, was to be razed except for one 
main building and the subsidiary buildings, The section south of the 
main gate was being demolished. 


3. Hungarian police who had been quartered in the Gaspar Inn were 
transferred to the former barracks installation of the finance police 
at the intersection of Deak Ferenc Street (east side) and Beresenyi 
Street (south side), The Gaspar Inn was used by the draft board for 
the examination of draftees, The Hungarian AVH office moved to the 
Sipos Villa, in the civil servants' settlement opposite the New
